During tho past several days I have written 
those who have urged me to support and vote for 


“ Federal-Aid-to-Edueation” , that it was impossible 
for me to state what my position would be until 


there was an opportunity to examine the bill which 
the House Committee has recommended. This bill 


( H.R. 7300) was introduced as a clean bill only on 
May 24, and the report on the bill was not avail­ 
able until the afternoon of June 2. I have now had 


an opportunity to study some features of the bill 


and can now state that unless there are some ma­ 
terial changes in the bill, I will be compelled to 


vote against it. 


To start with, the Committee, in deviating from 
President Kennedy’s recommendation, has based 


the aid on the total number of children of school 
age, whereas the distribution will be made on the 
basis of enrollment in public schools. In other words, 
as stated in an editorial in the St. Louis Post Dis­ 
patch (which despite its criticism supports Federal 
Aid), "It would give an unwarranted advantage to 
those state in which a considerable number of chil­ 


dren attend non-public schools” . The editorial con­ 


tinues, "It would give substance of a sort to an ar­ 
gument that all children who are counted should 
be benefitted, whether they ale in private, paro­ 


chial, or public schools”. I think it is apparent to 


most people that once the Federal government 
adopts a policy of “ aid-to-students” , we would see 


the development of more private and church-spon­ 
sored schools, and in the end our public school sys­ 
tem might well be destroyed and those who are 


most dependant on public schools and who cannot 
afford to pay the tuition which is necessary for the 
conduct of the private and parochial schools, would 


suffer. 


Under the provision in H.R. 7300 which states 
that “ local schools must maintain present levels of 
effort,” it is my contention that those school dis­ 
tricts which have extended themselves in the vot­ 


ing of l>ond issues, and in approving tax levies that 
are almost confiscatory, would In* penalized by not 
Ixdng permitted to reduce their levies to relieve 
taxpayers (who must in addition pay their propor­ 


tionate share of the Federal Aid) while those dis­ 
tricts that have not bonded themselves to the limit, 
and which have not made the high levies that are 
comparable to other districts, would never be re­ 
quired to exert the maximum effort. 


Another of the most irritating provisions in the 


proposed bill is that the District of Columbia is ex­ 
empted from the requirement of showing “ Local 


effort” , and the District would l>e presumed to have 


made this effort, whereas in fact nothing could be 


further from the facts. For years I have pointed 


out each time that the appropriations bill for the 
District of Columbia has been before Congress, that 


the people in Washington have never paid their 


fair share of taxes, and in comparison with school 
districts in Southeast Missouri have made a miser­ 


ably poor showing in the way of providing educa- 
riionai facilities. For instance, in recent years, the 


school tax rate in my home district (Kennett) has 


been greater than the total tax rate in the District 
of Columbia. While the rate of assessment in the 
District is supposed to l>e based on approximately 


bo per cent of the value of real estate, the total tax 
rate is only $2.3b, while in my school district where 


the assessed valuation is approximately 30 to 3b 


per cent, the school tax rate is $3.35 (down from 
previous years), and the total tax rate including 


state, county, city, etc., is $6.3(> and in-recent years 
it has been as high as $7.00, when the District of 


Columbia was getting by on $2.1b. 


Despite the fact that the proposed bill states 
there will be no Federal control, the bill states ex­ 


plicitly that the Secretary of Labor will have the 


authority to approve labor rates which are paid in 
the construction of any school facility in which Fed­ 


eral funds are involved. We have had some experi­ 
ence with that in Southeast Missouri and know that 
it had added to the cost of many school and other 
public facilities which have been constructed with 


the aid of Federal funds. In addition the Federal 
government would approve the specifications for 


such building, and I have never seen any Federal 
project which has not resulted in a greater cost 


than if it had been constructed by some local agen­ 
cy of government. 


There is another section in the bill wherein it 
states that Federal Aid would be available for use 
in construction of school facilities, “ except those 


intended primarily for exhibitions for which ad­ 
mission is to be charged to the general public.” It 


is conceivable that some Federal bureaucrat could 
determine that a high school gymnasium, equipped 
with bleachers to accommodate crowds that attend 


school functions requiring an admission charge, 


was intended primarily for exhibitions for which 
admission is to be charged. 


I can appreciate the increased cost of educa­ 
tion and the need for more money for our schools, 
including the necessity of keeping teachers’ sal­ 


aries on a par with others, but I am not convinced 
that Federal Aid is the only 
- or the best - - way 


that such funds can be provided. This is borne out 
by action of the Missouri Legislature which has 


been most generous in providing increased funds, 


and this year I believe will see the full implementa­ 
tion of the Foundation School Program. Most all of 
this, I am informed, will go to teachers’ salaries. 


What some of our people seem to fail to take 
into account is that all of this Federal Aid comes 


from the same source that all taxes come from, and 
I think it has been correctly pointed out that Mis­ 


sourians would be paying $1.22 for every $1 in Fed­ 
eral grants, while many loc^l districts, particularly 
in Southeast Missouri, would be receiving much 
less than this $1. 


I think it is correct to state there will be amend­ 
ments to this bill. It is generally known that Speak­ 


er Rayburn has never favored Aid for Teacher sal­ 


aries, while he has reluctantly gone along with 


some federal aid for school construction. I am sure 


he has the same fears that many of us have, that 


once the Federal government gets into the busi­ 
ness of paying teachers’ salaries it would also get 


into the business of telling the local districts how 
the schools should be operated, and what the cur­ 


riculum and text books shall be. It is the same old 
story of he who pays the fiddler gets to call the tune. 


As I stated in the form letter, referred to 
above, “ If I am convinced that this legislation will 


be helpful to the schools of Southeast Missouri on 
an equitable basis, I will be glad to vote for it; oth­ 


erwise I will feel compelled to vote against it.” If 
there are no changes in the bill the committee has 
recommended, I have no other choice but to vote 
against it, as I feel we would be paying too high a 


price for what we would receive not to mention the 
inherent dangers in what I believe would be inevit­ 
able Federal control. I will be on the floor during 


the debate- will attempt to secure the passage of 
amendments I feel are needed and will carefully 


consider every feature of the legislation before tak­ 


ing a final position.
